RAINFALL OF THIRD 
OF INCH IN NAVARRO 
--COUNTY SUNDAY 


The rainfall In Corsicana Sun- 


day afternoon and night was .34 
of an inch. The fall In some sec- 
tions of the county was more due 
to heavier showers in the after- 
noon.

The dust clouds In space that as- 
tronomers have discovered In the 
milky way, probably weigh more 
than the total moss of the stars 
themselves. 


This fact was brought out to- 


day at the final session of the 
International 
astronomical 
meet- 


ing which has dedicated the new 
82-Inch telescope here of tho Uni- 
versity of Texas and the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. 


The clouds were discussed by 


Dr. Joel Stebblns, of Washburn 
Observatory, who has been using 
the photo-electric cell to 
detect 


dimming of star light due to In- 
terstellar dust. Those photo-elec- 
tric cells detect color changes In- 
visible to the eye. 


In so doing they reveal pres- 


ence of dust clouds 
and 
gas 


clouds in space, for both cause a 
slight 
but 
ordinarily invisible 


redding of star light. 


Dr. Stebblns reported that the 


photo-electric eye shows most of 
the dust confined to a place that 
runs along the milky way. Were 
It not for this dust, he said, much 
of this night spectacle would be 
twice as bright. 


The dust and gas clouds how- 


ever, are not continuous like a 
fog, 
but 
irregularly 
distributed. 


One of the densest of these clouds 
is .visible to the naked eye as a 
great, dark patch in the middle 
of the milky way. It lies a short 
distance south of where the great

The house included In the bill 


at the lost minute a $2,941,000 fund 
for air bases on three mld-Paclflo 
islands—Midway,

week before sending the bill to 
the floor for debate. 


All of tho Increase over the cur- 


rent appropriation resulted from 
expansion of tho fleet and

naval air force. Tho bill carried 
$264,204,712 for ship construction 
and armament and $83,658,400 for 
ho navy's bureau of aeronautics. 
The construction fund will be used 
on 121 vessels already approved, 
and on 23 others, Including two 45,- 
100-ton- battleships for which the 
house appropriated $1,500,000. The 
aviation total Includes $51,847,000 
for 500 now planes.

This telescope, at the new Mc- 
Donald observatory, is designed to 
be the world's "fireside eye" and 
perform scientific exploits expect- 
ed some day to overshadow the 
drama of the early pioneers. 
It is the "fireside eye" because 
it'will try to solve the mysteries 
of the nearby part of the universe, 
mostly in the Milky Way so fa- 
miliar to human eyes. 
It is "fireside" by comparison 
with the two other greatest tele- 
scopes which will look far beyond 
1 ^the milky way, seeking the mys- 
terious "edge" of creation, at dis- 
tances of a billion or more 
light 
years away from the earth. 
The new Instrument will co-op- 
erate with the other pair of gl- 
^ints, tho 100-Inch at Mt. Wilson, 
Calif., tho present world's largest, 
and the 200-Inch which in a year 
or two will be completed on Mt. 
Palomar, Calif. 


The latter will put tho McDonald 
telescope down to third rank in 
size, but not In Importance. For 
the Texas "eye" will study the 
. nearby celestial mysteries, stars no 
I bigger than the earth, or perhaps 


*only a dozen miles in diameter, 
•so dense their substance Is tons 
per cubio inch if they are the 
earth's size, and 100,000,000 tons 
an inch If, as some theories predict 


i they are only 12 miles thick. 
\ 
Will Seek Center. 
The Texas instrument will seek 
the huge "center," hidden behind 
the great black spot in the milky 
way, and the hydrogen which floats 
in vast clouds around the milky 
way, "and which may be star wreck- 
age or the stuff of which new 
worlds are still to be made. 
The other two great "eyes" must 
have the answers to these secrets 
to understand the millions of dis- 
tant glowing bodies which 
they 
will survey as they probe farther 
and farther outward for the an- 
swer to the structure of creation. 
The McDonald instrument can 
do the "fireside" job, because it 
has the power, if necessary to see 
out beyond the milky way for a 
distance to great that light would 
need a half billion years to tra- 
verse. 


The new telescope Itself Is a co- 
operative project between the Uni- 
versity of Texas and the Universi- 
ty of Chicago. 


Almost Palatial Laboratory. 
i Texas, with an $800,000 bequest ot 
the late W. J. McDonald, Paris, 
Tex., banker, bought-.the 82-inch 
mirror which is tho telescope's 
"eye" and erected a new style 
observatory, which operates 
by 
electricity, with 30 motors and 5 
,'1-2 miles of wire. 
Texas made 


' the mountain top into an almost 
palatial laboratory with $400,000. 
Chicago, from Its Yerkes Obser- 


vatory, supplies the astronomers 
pmd part of the operating expense. 
Dr. Otto Struve, born In Russia, 
director of Yerkes, is also director 
at McDonald. 


The new observatory is shaped 
like a wartime "pill box" more 
than 100 feet high. Steel and alum- 
inum, It flashes over the Big Bend 
country In reflected sunlight like 
p, huge jewel. It can be seen for 
^many miles. 
*' It stands 17 miles from the near- 
est town, Ft, Davis, and 42 miles 
from a railroad. 
The "pill box" has threo floors. 
The lower two are work rooms, 
libraries, shops, reception rooms, 
i and even bedrooms for stronomers, 
*' 
They are "on watch" like fire- 
men, but go up instead of down, 
for the third floor .is the observ- 
ing dome, a round room, 62 feel 
wide and 71 high. 
• 
Highway to Mountain Top. 
In it today the dedication cere- 
monies were 
held

enough to group nearly 400 chairs 
on the circular floor about the 75- 
ton, 26-foot long telescope.

talk on recent advances in astrom- 
omy.

He pointed to the huge areas of 
gas in space, the massing of stars 
here and there and their appar- 
ently jumbled motions about the 
sky, as clues to some great but not 
yet found law of universal sym- 
metry.

M'DONALD OBSERVATORY MIXED 


UP WITH TEXAS RATTLESNAKE 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science Editor. 


M'DONALD 
OBSERVATORY, 
FT. DAVIS, Tex., May 6.—One ot 
;he 'next great tasks of astronomy, 
discovery whether the milky way 
is made of two immense serpen- 
tine arms of stars, got mixed up 
with a Texas rattlesnake today. 
Tho mystery was explained to 
an International convention of as- 
tronomers gathered on the moun- 
tain top here to celebrate teh ded- 
ication of the McDonald observa- 
tory. Tho speaker was Dr. J. H. 
Oort of Leiden, Holland. 
In his pocket were the rattles ot 
a snake which had Interrupted a 
preview of his discoveries. Dr. 
Oort, Ur. Bart J. Bok of Har- 
vard, Herbert Nichols, Christian 
Science Monitor's science editor 
and I were cllmlblng down the 
rocks side of the mountain under 
the observatory while Dr. Oort 
put his facts Into lay terms. The 
climb was Oort's Idea, 
He was describing th« spirals 
of stars, As ho spoke the word 
"spirals" Dr. Bok yelled: 
"Look out!" 
He made a near-record 
back- 
ward leap. He is young and tall 
and the jump was a honey. 
In front ot him was a rattler 
colled, 
head 
up, 
and 
rattlers 
going "zlzz." 


Scientific Aim Bod. 


We chunked rocks at tho snake 
but the scientific aim woa bad. 
The rattler didn't have to dodge 
even once. 


Oort and Bok never had en- 
countered a rattler. But they re- 
membered what the books said to 
do. Bok and I hot sticks and ner- 
vously pinned down the reptile's 
head. 


Oort cut off the rattles and 
was voted their permanent posses- 
sion. 


The spirals of stars which Dr. 
Oort 
thinks may compose tho 


Milky Way could well be imitated 
by two snakes. 
But their heads. 
together. Coll one up and to the 
left in a wide sweep, then down- 
ward until his tail makes a half 
circle. Coll the other down and 
to the right upward for a similar 
half clrlcle and you have tho gen- 
eral shape of spiral nebula. 
Telescopes see many of theaa 
spirals in the sky. They seem to 
bo rotating, like plnwheels. 
- Astronomers suspect the earth 
is in one of these spirals. The 
earth Is about half out to the 
edge, In such a position that man 
has to look at the serpentines, if 
they exist, edge on. 
The result of this view Is the 


Milky Way, a band of stars which 
seems to circle the earth. 


May Detect Edges. 
If thcao spiral arms exist, ho 
explained to tho astronomers to- 
day, their edges may be detected. 
Astronomers cannot look directly 
Into the spirals because much of 
their structure Is obscured • by 
clouds believed to be dust and 
gas lying In the central piano In 
the direction of tho massive "cen- 
ter" on which the milky way pin- 
wheel must turn. 
But along the edges there are 
loss obscuring clouds, Dr. Oort 
said. It will be possible, he thinks, 
to count the number of stars in 
those portions of the supposed 
spirals and to actually measure 
their distances. In this way the 
Milky Way's star structure can 
ba diagrammed, and the utllnes 
of a spiral nebula can be found. 
He told of a nebula far outside 
the Milky Way named NGC 3115, 
whose light Indicates Its outer 
edges aro made of dwarf stars, 
very heavy, but not giving much 
light. This nebula has been found 
to be turning like a hugo cart- 
wheel at a speed of about 275 
miles a second. 
This may bo a newer formation, 
one which has not yet started to 
break up into tho two cerpentlne 
arms suspected in tho Milky Way.

Tho proposed plan follows the 


general pattern of a wheat crop 
Insurance program

pay premiums In cotton or Its 
cash equivalent and would collect 
indemnities In cotton or Its equiv- 
alent.

straight gasoline. 
2—Farm market prices fluctuate 


too much from year to year. For 
example, a profitable factory mak- 
ing soybean products folded up 
during a single season of high 
farm prices. 


A new synthetic fiber to com- 


pote with silk hosiery could be 
made from castor beans but prob- 
ably will bo made from coal tar 
Instead because that material has 
a more stable price. 


3—It takes too long for a dis- 
covery to be perfected find made 
available. 
"It may take five 
to 
twenty 
years to put -a test-tube discovery 
on the market" says Dr. Henry G. 
Knight, In charge of the Govern- 
ment's new laboratory program, 
To help Industry bridge this gap, 


Uncle Sam's program will Includn 
test production in large enough 
quantities to learn about manu 
facturlng costs and problems. 


4—Now Inventions dislocate es- 
tablished markets.

He concluded with emphasis on 
Poland's desire for peace,

4. Although tho 
population of 


Danzig is predominantly German, 
its livelihood and prosperity de- 
pend upon Poland.

Beck criticized Hitler's "pretext" 


for denouncing the Polish-German 
non-aggrcsslon 
pact 
because of 


Poland's new mutual guarantees 
with Britain 


He said that although he was 


ready to explain tho real nature 
of British guarantees to Poland, 
tho German ambassador did not 
give him a chance until today. 


After declaring peaceful Inten- 


tions and peaceful methods of ac- 
tion on tho part of Poland were 
necossarp 
for 
peaceful 
negotia- 


tions, Bock said: 


"If 
tho government 
of 
the 


relch Is actually guided by these 
two conditions In its relations to 
our country, \ all

Referring to Germany's doriun- 


clation of tho Polish-German non- 
aggression pact which

scribed "as an attempt to give 
some better course to history be- 
tween two great nations," Beck 
said this was "not an Insignifi-
